$5,000 Now Offered for Phasbe 
Paullin’'s Murderer, 


The Coroner's Inquest Yesterday—A Cranky 
Witness—Pheebe’s Brether-in-Law Suspece 
ted—The Tall Man Again.

OBANGE, N. J., December 1.—Coroner Charlies 
W. Hager of Newark began an tnquest in«the 
Phoebe Jane Paullin murder case in the Common 
Council Chamber at 3:30 o’clock yesterday. Farm- 
ers, mountaineers and townspeople crowded the 
room. Several of Pinkerton’s detectives are on 
the mountains. 

Mrs. Pauilin, after saying that Phebe would 
not have been 17 years old until May 7 next, de 
nied that her daughter had any admirers. 

Mrs. Fisher said that among Plhcbe’s friends 
were Jacob Yost, 26 years old; Fred Smith, 403 
Isaac L. Meyers, 35; John Anderson, 33, 
and others, all of whom are married, and 
none of whom ever visited ber or took herto en 
tertainments. She never saw Pbabe with Dave 


Pillington, the ticket agent at the Day street 
depot of the Watchburg railroad in Orange, but 
Phoebe used to speak to her about Dave. Mrs. 
Fisher said also, in reply to questions, that her 
husband, Jonn G. Fisher, did not live with her. 
rhisis the man for whom the detectives have 
been looking. He was 
FORCED TO MARRY HIS WIFE 

after lying in jail for months, having been con- 
victed of acrime against her. She sued him fer 

,000 damages in ition to bringing a criminal 
suit. He left ber several months ago, and has 
been driving a horse carin New York. On last 
Monday he was seen in Montclair, about two 
miles from the spot where Phobe’s dead body 


was found. 

Martin Williams was a cranky wituess. He is 
shortand sinewy, and fastens his coat at the neck 
with a hairpin. On Saturday night just as Phebe 
was going up the mountain he came down with 
“Chet” Williams, who was arrested on suspicion 
when the bloody shirt was found, and snbse- 
quently discharged. Martin to-day testified that 
at about 5:50 v’clock on Saturday evening he saw a 
woman north of the Tory Corners, close to the 
foot of First Mountain on her way to Eagle Rock. 
He could not swear, that she was Phebe. He 
thought that it was she, but neither he nor 
Chet said a word, If he thought it was she he 


would — 
HAVE GONE HOME WITH HER. 
(Laughter. } 

“Why would you have 
the prosecutor asked. 

“‘Beeause she always spoke to me, as her sister 
did,” was the reply, ‘and if she askea me I would

_ GUILTY. 


Carey's Slayer Found Guilty of 
Murder inthe First Degrees. 

A Strong Defense Presented—The Clos- 
ing Scenes--The Great Suffering to 
Which Hicks Pasha’s Soldiers Were 
Subjected During the Battle With the 

Prophet's Forces—Cablegrams. 


Lonpon, December 1.—O’Donnell found guilty. 

LonpDon, December 1.—At the conclusion of bis 
direct examination and upon the reassembling of 
the court after luncheon yesterday afternoon, 
young Carey was cross-examined. His testimony 
was contradictory: for instance, he admitted that 
his statement at the Barr street examination,that 
Parish caine from the cabin when the first shot 
Was fired, was untrue. He declared that O’Don- 
nell fired the revolver with his left hand, although 
the other witnerses said it was with his right. He 
fivally admitted that he was in doubt as to which 
hand was used. He denied telling Walter Young 
at Port Elizabeth that his father bad bis pistol 
when killed. 

MRS. CAREY, ON THE STAND, 

repeated the testimony she gave at the prelim- 
inary examination, and repeated that O’Donneil 
exclaimed that “he was sent to doit.” Hercross- 
examination developed nothing new. 

Marks testified to seeing the shooting. He said 
O'Donnell was quiet, whereas Carey appeared to 
be excited. There was no pistol in Carey’s band. 

Robert Thomas Capitt, a passenger, testified 
that when he showed U’Donnell a picture of 
Carey inthe Freeman’s Journal, the latter had 
said, “I'li‘shoot him.” On cross-examination he 
said the words were spoken in a pleasant manner 
and he attached no importance to the remark at 
the time. 

Police Superintendent.Mallon of Dublin identi- 
fied Carey’s pistol as one he gave him for protec 
tion when he left Dublin. He said Carey was 
very excitable, desperate, ana utterly regardless 


of human life. 


O'DONNELL CALM. 

Lonpon, December 1.—The trial of O'Donnell 
forthe murder of Carey was resumed to-day. 
The court room was crowded, but there were few 
persons outside the building. Pryor sat behind 
Charles Russell, senior counsel for O’Donnell. 
The prisoner’s brother was present. O'Donnell 
appeared calm. Walter Young, a Port Elizabeth 
cab driver, was calledfor the defense. He testi- 
fied that he frequently drove the Carey family 
around Port Elizabeth, and they ought to know 
him. When Mrs. Careyand her son, Tom, de- 


nied it 
HE WAS PANIC-STRICKEN. 


He once saidto Tom Carey at Port Elizabeth, 
“You areafine fellow; why didn’t you shoot 
O'Donnell when he shot your father?” Tom an- 
swered, “I haa no revolver, I went to get it, but 
when I went there .t was gone, because my fa- 
ther hadit.” Witness had mentioned this to 
other cab drivers. His cross-examipnation did not 
materially change his testimony. No other wit 
ness was called for the defense, and Russell be- 
gan his address to the jury. 
RUSSELL URGED THE JURY, 
in considering the case, to dismiss from their 
minds all they may have read upon the subject of 
the killing of Carey. The prisoner did not deny 
the shooting of Carey. The question for the con- 
sideration of the jury was, “Did he do it under a 
reasonable apprehension of his life?’’ If so, they 
should acquit him. If short of this,O’Donnell acted 
only under athreat of personal violence,they could 
not convict him of murder, although it might not 
be possibleto lethim go free altogether. The 
statement is utterly false that O’Donnell went on 
board the steamer Kinfauns Castie to track Carey 
like a sleuth hound at the biidingof a secret 
society. Russeil said these 
WERE ONLY NEWSPAPER CHARGES, 
which he warmly denounced. Judge Denman re- 
marked that the counsel was bhardiy promoting 
the interests of his chent. He could trust the 
jury not to be influenced by anything except the 
evidence given in court, Russell said the accusa- 
tion had animportant bearing, because it sug- 
pesied the words, “I was sent to do it,” which 
were putinto O’Dopnell’s mouth by Mrs. Carey, 
but in deference to the Judge’s remark he would 
make no further reference to the newspaper 
attacks. Kussell then continued his address. He 
compared O'Donnell, who was an honest, hara- 
working man, with Carey, 
WHO WAS A VILLAIN, 
execrated by the people, unpardoned by the 
Queen, and known to be cruel, treacherous and 
desperate. Who, forced by such aman, would 
not likely denounce him, and would not without 
scruple resort to any weapon to overawe or kill 
him, who, in ali his murderous conspiracies, took 
care of his own life? It was unreasonable to sup- 
pose that if O'Donnell had premeditated the mur- 
derof Oarey he would have committed it in the 
presence of several witnesses. 
PRYOR WANTED A HAND. 

LONDON, December 1.—Gen. Roger A. Pryor 
States that he had resolved to apply fora hearing 
In the case of O'Donnell, and force an explicit re- 
fusai to his application, but the other counsel in 
the case gave io writing their opinion that the ap- 
pearance of an American lawyer, sent by Irish 
Americans, would be fata) to the prisoner. They 
further stated that tf application were made they 
would surrender their briefs. Gen. Pryor finally 
consulted O’ Donnell, who decided to abide by the 
opinion of Russell ana Sullivan. 

O’DONNELL’S STORY TOLD. 

Russell, with dramatic effect, gave O’Donnell’s 
Own story of the murder, substantially as already 
published, Attorney-General James and Judge 
Denman at first objected, Russell then narrated 
the brief altercation which took place in the 
cabin of the steamer Melrose Castle between the 
two men; drawing of pistois by both, and the 
shooting of Carey; “all of which,” said Russell, 
“occupied less time than it took to tell, hence no 
recrimination was heard.” The circumstances 
Hitted with the testimony of the witnesses Jones, 
Beecher and Marks. The evidence given by 
Parish and young Carey was, he continued, un- 
worthy ol credence. It was beyond doubt that 
Carey liad apistol at the time he was shot. The 
boy’s testimony to the effect that his father went 
ashore at Cape Town without it, and did not carry 
it after his identity was discovered, was false. 
O'Donvell’s remark to Cubitt, after being shown 
Carey's portrait, “I'll shoot him,” was merely a 
piece of laughing bravado, having no indication 
in it of a serious purpose, and to whien nubody 
would attach importance. 

WITH THE JURY, 

Bir Henry James closed the case and the judge 
charged the jury. On completion of the charge 
at 7o’clock the jury retired.

MASONIC TEMPLE BURNED. 


The Masons of New York Suffer a Loss of 
8 100,000. 
New York, December 1.~About half-past 8 
o’cloek this morning the roof of the Masonic 
Temple at Twenty-third street and Sixth avenue 
was discovered to be on fire, and before the en- 
gines reached the spot great volumes of smoke 
belched from the windows inthe asylum of the 
Knights Templargin the mansard story, just be- 


low the roof and dome. Thick volumes of smoke 
also poured from the roof, tollowed vy sheets of 
flame, which darted high upin the air. The fire 
engines came teuring to the scene a tew minutes 
after the alarms were sounded. The report that 
the Masonic Temple was on fire spread rapidly 
and hundreds of the fraternity 
HURRIED TO THE PLACE, 
A large force of police kept the crowd back 
from the firemen. Patrick Lynch and Sam- 
uel Warren, two of the foremvust firemen 
in the mansard story, were struck to the floor by 
heavy plastering falling from the ceiling, and 
were overcome by heat and smoke. They were 
rescued by their comrades and removed to the 
hospital, restored to consciousness and sent home. 
As the building below the mansard is fireproof, 
the firemen devoted their energies 1% saving What 
portion they could of the mansard story. 
THE ENTIRE BUILDING 

is water soaked, and much valuable property de- 
stroyed. After two hours’ bard work turther 
spread of the flames was prevented in the man- 
sard portion, but they were still raging tn the roof. 
It is thought the loss will not fail short of $100,000, 
as all the costly frescoing and other decorations 
are destroyed.

BOUNCED. 


Postmaster Hays Dismisses His 
Assistant, Bennett. |

When Mr. E. C, Bennett, Assistant Postmaster, 
came back from his Ginner yesterday, he found a 
letter on his desk in the handwriting of Postmas- 
ter Hays. He opened it with some little 
interest, but he had 
lines when interest gave way to surprise, 
In fact, the note informed Mr. Bennett that his 
services would be dispensed with after yesterday. 
His friends say that he had been expecting some 
such denouement, put that he was not prepared 
to have the matter drop upon him in this sudden 
way. However, Mr. Bennett took the matter very 
nonchalantly. He completed his day’s work, 
went home last evening, and remained away 


from the dingy old building to-day. 
That was all there was to the transaction yester- 
day, but it is one of the concluding chapters of a 
LONG 8TORY, 
which runs back at least 4 year. and the plot of 
which has been intensely interesting since the 
first of last July. Stories have been aficat about 
Postmaster Hays which, when stripped of 
the exaggerations which his enemies 
hang around them, are reduced to __ this, 
that he hus been financially embarrassed for 
more than a year, and that when pressed for 
mopey he has had recourse to methods which, in 
some cases, were against the law.

At one 
ime, @& gentleman named Taylor; who 
is now a dealer in disinfectants, 
was leaving the office, where he had been em- 
ployed tor some years,and one of Mr. Hays’ checks 
or due bills, which was among his casb, caused a 
deal of trouble. F er than this, it is 
aileged that Postmaster Hays owesa great deal 
more money than he can pay, and there has been 
considerable complaint under this head. 
THIS MONEY HAS BEEN BORROWED, 
it is known, from more than one official, and from 
pumbers of business men who hold Mr. Hays’ 
paper, and even from letter carriers and other 
employes of the Department. All this has been 
alleged, and more of the same Kind. Away back 
in tast June, when Mr. Hays was seeking reap- 
polutment as Fostmaster, he had no more 
devoted friend than Mr. Bennett. 
He wrote numerous letters in behalf of his su- 
perior officer, and in every way did his level best 
to have Mr. Hays reappointed. At least this is 
the statement made by Bennett's friends, and 
there are several facts which go to support it. 
But early in Juiy it became evident that Mr. Hays 
could not or would not get the office again. 
The reason tor this was as follows: Mr. Havs had 
bad soime need for ready money, and when the 
July wispeection Was made his due Dill for over 
$600 Was [ound among the cash. Mr. Hays 
Claimed that, even if he were not good for the 
ainount, his bondsmen were, and that. therefore 
the matter Was allright. But, by law, this prac- 
tice 48 strictly prohibited, and it might 
even nade to take on the 
shape of a technical embezzlement. 
When the July shortage was discovered, Mr. Ben- 
nett loaned to Mr. Hays the amount necessary to 
make the matter good, which shows upan what 
friendly terms they were. J.ater, in the month of 
September, the same difficulty was discovered 
through an official inspection of the offices, and 
this time the deficit, covered by the usual due 
bill, amounted, it is alleged, to about §1.000. if 
not more. The money was paid very soon after. 
The matter had, bowever, renched the ears of the 
Post Office Department at Washington. 
AN INVESTIGATION FOLLOWED, 
An officer ot the Seeret Service was sent here who 
examiued into the matter thoroughly. Among 
others, it is said that Messrs. Bennett, the agssist- 
ant postmaster, Rgss, the cashier, Berustern, the 
head of the stamp departinent,, and others 
appeared before the officer from Washington. 
The depositions were filed aut Washington, and 
soon after Mr. Hays was informed that his resiz- 
nation would square matters, and that by for- 


warding it he would remove the immediate neces- 
silky for proceedings of a disagreeable nature. For 
some time previously Bennett’s friends say that 
they Knew Hays could not be appointed. Accord- 
inl they began to work for Mr. Bennett and to 
do all they could to seoure -for him the piece. 
Among the meu.who were back of him were 
known to be Congressman McLean, City Treasur- 
er Merrei! and other Republicans of more or 
less iufluenee. Severa! of them had; been Hays’ 
backers when he sought the office again, aud had 
not done anything in Hays’ fayor until after the 
investigations detailed above, when they became 
certain that he could not. be his own successor. 
Benuett, even vet, has not made an application 
for the piuce himself, although his 


friends have been openly at work for him. 


| This matter, however, excited Mr. Hays’ anger. 


He charged that Bennett, his assistant, was using 
hia place to undermine him. He is Known to have 
biamed Bennett, and to have stated that the lat- 
ter had been the man who brought about the offi- 
clal investigations into the Post Office manage- 
ment. The matter went so far that it has been 
several months since Mr. Hays and Mr. 
Bennett have conversed together, except on 
business matters and in a coldlv official way. 
IN THE MEANTIME, 
Bennett was meeting with considerable = suc- 
cess in his applicaticn for the place, which Mr. 
Hays is about to vacate, and this fact did not in.- 
crease the friendly feeling. It culminated some 
weeks ago, when Mr. Hays went to Washington, 
and there he preferred charges against Mr. 
Bennett. Another investigation followed, which 
was concluded very recently cand in the course of 
which Mr. Bennett aud Cashier Ross were wit- 
nesses, All of the charges cannot be 
ascertained, but Bennett’s friends state 
that they were of a trivial nature. 
One of them relatec to a registered letter or pack- 
age, which was valued at $25, and which had been 
lost. The employe who was responsible could not 
pay that amountat once, and the true story is 
said to have been that Mr. Bennett loaned him 
the money to make good the loss. Afterwards 
Cashier Ross is said to have paid the money to 
Bennett out o e employe’s salary, as agreed. 
Hays charged that Bennett had caused the money 
to be paid by Ross without a proper voucher. 
The investigation was a secret one, but those who 
know state that Ross testified betore the agent of 
the Department that he had paid the money, not 
on Mr, Bennett's order, but on ove from Mr. Hays 
himself. Nothing has been done asa result of 
the investigation so far, as will be seen from the 
talk with Gen. Edgarton, the Fost Office in- 
gpector, published below. 

ON LAST MONDAY, 
Mr. Hays paid back to Mr. Bennett the money 
which he had loaned to the Postmaster to make 
good the July shortage, as was previously teld. 
Mr. Bennett. in referring to the matter, said tua 
friend that he would not be surprised it Mr. Hays 
was preparing to discharge him. He had noidea. 
however, how near his suppositioneame to being 
correct. This is the whole story. There is no ai- 
legation that Mr, Hays has been dishonest, nor 
has any such suspicion been whispered. But he 
has been financiaily embarrassed for some time, 
and his allempts to tide over have caused all the 
trouble, apd have brought about Bennett’s dis- 
charge, as a side issue. 

POSTMASTER HAYS 
was called upon in bis private office this morning 
and asked avout Bennett’s discharge, 

“T have nothing to say,” saia Mr. Hays, “ex. 
cept that [ have discharged him.” 

“Is he in the building to-day ?” 

“No. sir. He has severed all connection with 
the office since last evening.” 

‘And the cause?” 

“That I should not and will not discuss. It is 
an official matter, and as an official, I have no 
right to talk about tt.” ' °

Im provements in Lafayette Park. 

The handsome iron tenee surrounding Lafay-. 
ette Park has just been dressed up in, a “brand 
new coat” ofa pleasing color, and the residents 
ofthe vicinity congratulate the Board of Com- 
missioners for their excellent work. It isa 
decided improvement both to the park and neigh- 
bornood. The public will be glad to know, how- 
ever, that the painting of the fenee surrounding 
the park isnot the only improvement contem- 
plated. We learu from a interview with Captain 
Luthe?# H. Conn, the president of the Board of 
Commissioners, that the walks and road- 
ways Within the park are also 
to be reconstructed. For this . purpose 
the Commissioners have selected the famous 
gravel from Paducah, Ky,,as the best material 
that can be had with the means at their disposal. 
This gravel is of a bright orange color, and far 
superior to the Meremec gravel now inuse. It 
possesses a wonderful “binding” quality, that 
causes it to pack and in a very short time to be- 
come smooth, solid and durable. A large load of 
the material nas already arrived and will be put 
on the roadways during the winter. It is to be 
hoped the expectations of the Commissioners 
with reference to this) materlal will be fully 
realized, and the vexed problem solved of 
having a roadway for parks _ that is 
pretty in appearance, smooth and _ durable 
in texture, and at the same time reasonable 
in its gost. There are several other improve- 
ments for the park that Captam Conn speaks of 
very enthusiastically, and is extref&ely desirous 
of carrying out, but is not able to do at present on 
account of the low condition of the park treasury. 
PAneipal among these would be the extension of 
the present lake, which, he thinks, would not 
only be an ornamentai feature, but would have a 
practical utility such as no other improvement 
would possess. It would enable them ‘to more 
than double the present number of boats on the 
lake, thereby providing a revenue in 
summer more than sufficient to pav 
an interest on the cost of the work, and in winter 
afford a grand skating rink that wouid make the 
park a popular place of resort. Possibly some 
one ormore of the wealthy gentlemenin the vi- 
cinity of the park might be induced to come for- 
wat and make these improvements as 
special features on their own account. 
The improvements sugges’ ed,are certainly aaml- 
rable and would piove attractive feutures to the 
park. A subscription to make them by some of 
the wealthy public benefactors in that vicinity 
wouid be most timely aud opportune.

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A French Vessel With 110 Passen- 
) gers on Board. 


Twenty-One Persons Rescued—A 
aes Captain and Crew,Who Could 
Have Prevented the Fatal Collision— 
Scenes of the Disaster. 


By Telegraph to the Post- Dispatch. 

New YorK, December 1.—The ship Thomas 
Dana of Boston, Capt. C. C. Lisson, from Liver~ 
pool, October 20, via Fajoe, November 8, arrived 
here yesterday morning consigned to Messrs. 
Snow & Burgess. As she came to anchor off the 
battery, it was apparent that she had Deen in 
collision during her voyage, for her bowsprit and 
allher head gear was gone, and a jagged bole 
on thé starboard bow’ was an_ evidence 


of accident. On vogrding her the reporter 
learned that on October 30, she had been in col- 
lision with tne French brig Rocaly, from St. 
Pierre for France, and that the latter had sunk 
almost immediately and of her crew and passen- 
gers, numbering in all 110° persons, only twenty- 
one were saved. The wind at the time of the ac- 
cident was a moderate whole sail breeze from the 
southwest by south and the ship was heading 
west by north on the port tack. The ili-fated 
French brig was running with the wind, abaft the 
8 rd, her beam bending probably about east 
southeast, or in negrly a direction 

OPPOSITE TO THAT OF THE SHIP. 
Those on board of the ship said that they made 
hergreen light about two ; 
board bow, “and that it bh been in sight for 
some time before the two vessels came together. 
Capt. Sisson is a weather-beaten mariner about 50 
years old, and his story 1s as follows: 

“We left Liverpool October 22 for this port, in 
ballast. On October 30, in latitude 48 degrees 
north, longitude 15 degrees wes!, at about half- 

ast 5 o’clock in the morning, the ship was, reach- 
ng along on the port -tack, heading about 
west by north, when we were run into by a 
French brig: which 1 afterward learned was 
named the Rocaly, from St. Pierre for France, 
with acrew and passengers alltold of 110 per- 


sons, 
- JUST BEFORE THE COLLISION 
I. had been.on deck conversing with my second 
officer, who had charge of the deck. 
course, Was running. It was just before daylight 
and a beautiful morning. although a trifle hazy. I 
had searcely got below when heard the 
lookout. sing out, “Sail bo!” I immediately 
ran on deck and found that we 
had been run into and that the brig was sinking 
rapidly. inafew moments she was out of sight 
and the water was filled with struggling men 
erylg piteously, in an unknown tongue, for aid. 
We were going at the rate of about five or six 
Knots, and the brig came down on ys at a speed of 
elgbt Knots. She sank so quickly that we only 
obtained a glimpse of her deck, upon which noth- 
ing could be seen, not even a ship’s Ducket. We 
did not attempt to lower our boats, for that 
woulda have imperiled the hives of the men in the 
water, but my crew worked nobly to save them. 
ROPES AND LIFE LINES 

were thrown over, and. some of my crew 
were lowered over the sides with ropes bogud to 
their waists, and fairly dragged the drowning 
men from the water. Twenty-one in all were res- 
cued, We remained on the spot until about 10:30, 
and then continued on our course, as no bodies 
came to the surface. ‘Evidently the brig did not 
have a proper lookout, for she ran almost on to 
us before they saw the shbip’s lights. In their con- 
fusion they put the helin aport and ran into us, 
striking the ship on the starboard bow. Not the 
slightest shock was felt by us. Had the brig kept 
on her course, the cullision would have been 
avoided. This was the fatal erroron their part 
as we obeyed the laws of navigation and 
kept on our course. The brig was only 
160 tons. When we got those in the water Safely 
on deck: we found that they were Frenchmen, whoa 
could not speak a word oi English, and there was 
not one of my crew that coulc speak Freuch. 
From one of the rescued men I managed to learn 
the name of the brig, bow many there were on 
board, and where they came irom. The brig was

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The Ex-Boiler Inspector Still Ig- 
norant of the Specifications in 
the Bribery Charge. 


What an Engineer Has to Say of the 
Prosecution and Management of that 
Important Office—Reported Irregulari- 
ties. 


Ex-Boller Inspector John Holland, who was ar- 
rested afew days ago ona bench warrant from 
the Criminai Ouurt, charging him with bribery, 
has been anxiously inquiring as to the details of 
the charge which the Grand Jury promised to 
lodge against him. The present Grand Jury bas 
been exceedingly sparing in the partial reports to 
the court and the anticipating defendant 
bas been beld in suspense. Mr. 
Holland denies all knowledge of any , offi- 
cial transaction of his that could be 


construed into bribery. During the session a 
pumber of stationary engineers have been exain- 
ined by the jury, and Judging from the secrecy 
which the witnesses have muintained, the ex-bvill- 
er inspector may expect a strong fight agalust 


A well-known local engineer, speaking of the 
case, said: “I don’t know what the exact cparg- 
es against the boiler inspector are. He supposes 
they are the result of spite-work, but there were 
ir jarivues in that office that did demand 
atiention. The engineers who are at the 
Dottom of this prosecution are really outside men 
and do not belong to any of the local organiza- 
tions. There are three of these, and between 
them they comprise nearly all the engineers in 
the city. There is the Missouri Local Steam En- 
gineers’ Association, which bas a large member- 
ship; then there is the National Association of 
Sieam Engineers, and also the Brother- 
hood of Stationary Engineers. These 
are principally composed of stationary 
engineers. There are a number. of 
engineers outside of all these, such as machinists, 
who qualify so as to be able to take a position, 
should they have av opportunity. it is trom this 
outside class that the fixht on Mr. Holland 

” Altogether there are about 520 licensed 
men in this city, and I think something like 1,800 
steam boilersin use. Soime places wuere sieain is 
used-have several boilers. 

“The opportunities for crookedness in the office 
aremeny. An applicant is pul through an exaim-

A New’ Gas Bill Introduced—Lighting the 
Streets by Contract—Miscellaneous. 

In the Council last evening Mr. Rowse intro- 
duced a substitute for the St. Louis Gas, Fuel 
and Power Company bill, which has been before 
the Committee on Public Improvements. The 
bill really represents the conciusions of the com- 
mittee, after protracted consultation with the at- 
torneys of the company. The company is tw be 
permitted to lay pipe in the streets north of 
Washington avenue at once, and after 1890 shall 
extend their main throughout the city. The com- 
pany is to lay 100 miles of pipe By 1891 and ten 
miles per anoum thereafter, They shall 
agree after «+ 1890 to contract with 
the city to light the streets at 


$20 per post. The maximum price for gas shall 
be $1 60 per 1,000 feet of twenty candle power with 
arebate of 10 per cent for payment within five 
gays. The fravcbise shall run until 1910, and is 
not transferable. The company shall pay 2% per 
cent annually to the city on their gross earnings, 
and shail deposit $100,000 in bonds with the City 
Treasurer, to guaraniee the faithiaul performauce 
of their contract. Twe city reserves the right to 
permit other gas companies to use the streets. 

Mr. Stone presenved a bill contemplating the 
letting of the ‘contract to light the streets 
by gas or electricity after 1890 to 
the lowest bidder in covformit with 
plans prepared by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. bill authorizing Frea Heman to 
quarry Commercial street, upon yoy of 50 
cents per square, was pass The bilis to pay 
sick and disabied firemen and policemen their 
salaries were passed.

B, Nugent & Bros, 
TELLER’S REPORT. 


The Secretary of the Interior Makes Cer- 
tain Recommendations to Congress. 

Following is an abstract of the annual report of 
the Secretary of the Interior for 1883: The Secre- 
tary deprecates the extermination of the Indian, 
but coneedes that itisfar better that he should 
disappear from the face of the earth than that he 
should remain in his savage state to contaminate 
and curse those with whom he must necessarily 
come in contact In the future. He recom- 
mends that the lands of the Indian Reservation 


be sold and that the Indian be gradually tauglit to 
become self-supporting by his own labor. The 
Government shoula provide schools for his 
children where they should be taught the English 
language and all kinds of useful labor. The 
courts should be as freeto him as to his white 
neighbors. If he desires to abandon his tribal 
relations and become a citizen of the United 
States be shouid be aliowed to do so without the 
loss of bhi§ interest in the tribal property. Con- 
cerning crimes committed upon the reseryations 
the Secretary recommends that all reservations 
should be within the criminal jurisdiction of the 
State or Territory in which they are located. The 
report of the Commissioner of the Genera) Land 
Office shows that the disposal of public lands un- 
der all acts of Congress aggregate 19,430,032.80 
acres,of which amount 339,235.91 acres were Indian 
lands, and 1,999,335.71 acres railroad sections under 
various acts of Congress. The total cash receipts 
in connection with the disposal of the public 
lands amounted to $11,713,883 70, of which amount 
$625,404 27 was on account of sale of Indian lands. 

The Commissioner again renews his recommenda- 
tion that the pre-emption laws be repealed, and 
the Secretary concurs with him. The Secretary 
recommends that some method for the taxation 
of railroad lands be adopted. There were added 
to the pension.roll during the year the names of 
38.162 new pensioners, and 796, whose names had 
been previously dropped from tbe pension-roll 

were restored. The average annual value of 
each pension at the close of the year is $106 18, 
and the aggregate value of ail pensions is §32,- 
245,192 43. he total number of claims filed since 
1861 is 886,137, of which number 510,938 have been 
allowed. During the same period there has been 
paid for pensions, with cost of disbursement, the 
sum of $621,073, 297 60,

P. Bowers, whom for many years he sup- 
ported, of course in a professional sense, but 
no one who had the pleasure of bis acquaint- 
ance failed to recognize him as the best of 
good fellows. Some years ago McCollom, 
the possessor of a magnificent § ap- 
pearance, was aiso the happy own- 
er of a splendid voice, and 
he did really play one part well, that of Rob- 
ert Audley, in “‘Lady Audley’s Secret.”’ This 
was Mrs. Bowers’ most attractive play, and 
the one by which she amassed a fortune. 
But MecCollom was always irritable on 
“Lady Audley nights,” and was satisfied 
that “‘Macbeth,” with himself as the hero 
and Mrs. Bowers'as the hero’s wife, would 
draw more money intothe house. The ex- 
periment was occasionally tried, with disas- 
trous resuits, for McCollom’s Macbeth was 
as bad as they made them in those days, and 
very little better than they produce even at 
this time. ‘The experimeut was once tried 
at Mrs. Conwav’s Brooklyn Theater, and the 
house which had been crowded the night be- 
fore to see “‘Lady Audley’s Secret,”’ was not 
half fall. Mr. Conway watched the per- 
formance from a box, gazing now at the 
stave and then atthe audience. “I,” said 
the veteran tragedian to his wife, “‘have 
played Macbeth at least a hundred 
times this theater, and have now 
ceased to attract aught but the 
limited culture of Brooklyn, and yet this 
poor, deluded youth thinks he can draw 
where F. B. Conway falis. Sarah, the pro- 
fession is going to the dogs, and your sister, 
Mrs. Bowers. is losing our money, and her 
own by playing seconds to the Macbeth of a 
handsome but untrained puppy.” Mr. Mc- 
Collom, after an exceedingly long engage- 
ment, married Mrs. Bowers jess than a year 
ago. They were both well provided with the 
goods of this world, and though there was 
little prospects of further professional tri- 
umphs for either of them, 1t might have been 
supposed that “handsome Jim,” not 50 years 
of age, had many years of peace and happi- 
ness before him. But these things are ar- 
ranged elsewhere, and though McCollom 
“strutted and fretted’’ many long hours on 
the stage, his career as a man of leisure was 
pitifully short.

AN ANNOYING AGENT, 


What Caused the Blue Line Trouble— 
A Large Bill Paid. 

During the early part of this week there 
were dark and ugly rumors about. how the 
Biue Line (Fast Freight) had treated some of 
its customers in the East, and how the cot- 
ton shippers would have nothing more to do 
withthe line. Asthe following from the 
New York Bulletin explains the whole diffi- 
culty, it is republished verbatim: 

The claims of Dayton & Waldo, cotton 
brokers, at No. 117 Pearl street, against the 


Biue Line for money advanced on a bill of 
lading have been satisfactorily adjusted. It 


| will be remembered that this is a case where 


the agentof the blue Line at Memphis, N. 
Partee, was also a cotton dealer, and in his 


capacity as agent his name was placed on | 


the same documents he had signed as mer- 
chant. ‘This naturally led to suspicion by 
Northern bankers aud money-lenders, and 
questions were asked of the Biue Line agents 
in regard to it. About ten months ago Par- 
tee made outa billof lading for 300 bales of 
cotton, representing a value approximating 
to $15,000, and on this document a sum of be- 
tweer $10,000 and $11,000 was advanced by 
Dayton & Waido. When the time came for 
the cotton to arrive, none was seen, nor has 
any been found since. Mr. Partee, the agent 
disappeared from Memphis with the proceeds 
of his operation. Dayton & Waldo asked 
the Biue Line to repay them the money they 
had advanced on this non-existent cotton, 
but they refused. ‘The Cotton Exchanye has 
lately taken the matter up, passing resolu- 
tions about the matter, and has sent these 
resolutions to all other Exchanges in the 
country. 

‘Thus matters stood until Friday. On that 
day the President of the Michigan Central, 
which is the road on which the Blue Line 
originated, and the President of the New 
York Central, were in consultation on other 
matters in the offices of the latter in the 
Grand Centra! Depot. The manager of the 
Biue Line called there and laid the matter 
before them for consideration. Their reso- 
lution was at once taken. “I do not care,” 
said President Rutter, “whether we have a 
good legal defense or not. Itis too import- 
ant a matter to be decided in any other way 
than as business men. We must pay the 
bill, and I am sorry that any occasion ee the 
dispute has arisen. It would not have been 
hadi known anything about the merits 
sooner.” Inthis opinion the President of 
the Michigan Central concurred, and the 
firm were notified that the bil! would be set- 


tled. 

This settlement of the case gives great 
satisfaction. “It shows.” remarked a high 
railroad official on ares “thal railroads 
are disposed to do what is just, and that 
they cannot afford to practice any grasping 
arts, lam glad to see the question so hap- 
pily settled.

SUNDAY IN ST. LOUIS. 

Mr. Garvin Kirkham, the distinguished 
English open-air worker, who spent several 
days with the St. Louis Y. M. C. A., con- 
tributes to a recent London paper the fol- 
lowing impressions of this city: 

“How shall I describe a Sunday in St. 
Louis? Hereisan overgrown city of more 
than 400,000 souls that has more the appear- 
ance of Paris on the Lord’s Day than any 
other place 1 have ever visited. The walls 
were covered with play-bills which, almost 
without exception, had “Sunday, October 7,” 
on them. Crowded tram-cars passed to and 
fro all day ; 20,000 people paid for admission 
to the State Fair; bands of music were 
heard at intervais; the Germans were cele- 
brating the 200th anniversary of the settle- 
ment of Germantown, Pa., with music and 
song, inciuding secular speeches and plenty 
of beer. In au evening walk I saw the peo- 
ple crowding into foar theaters; most of 
which were lighted by electricity, as were 
some of the numerous drinking salvons, also 
crowded. This is but one side of the pict- 


ure. 
“There are about 175 churches (42 being Ro- 
man Catholic); many earnest Christian min- 
isters,and much earnest work of Christ. Dur- 
ing my four days’ stay, I could see but a frac- 
tion of this. In the afternoon I saw a 
Chinese Sunday School in the Y. M. C. A.’s 
rooms, each scholar having a lady teacher all 
to himself. One of these Chinese, about to 
visit his native country, addressed the school 
in intelligible English. In the closing exer- 
cises the scholars repeated the Lora’s Prayer 
together in Chinese. 

“Of the 125 Chinese in the city,56 are under 
Christian instruction. I heard of these Sun- 
day Schools as part of the Y. M. C. A. work 
in Canada, and am told it is common in the 


States. 

‘“‘At the close of an ordinary Sunday-school 
in the same room I addressed a meeting of 
workers, specialiy convened to hear about 
open-air preaching. I then speke in Lucas

Prince’s History of New Mexico— 
Cook’s Life of George Eliot, 
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Literary News and Notes—Personal Notes of 
Authors—Books Received. 


Prince’s History of New Mexico. 

A “History of New Mexico” by L. Brad- 
ford Prince, president of the Historical Soci- 
ety of New Mexico, and one of the late Chief 
Justices, is one of the latest additions to the 
historical literature of the cotntry. The 
book (12 mo., Ramsey, Millet & Hudson, 
Kansas City) bas reached its second edition. 
As the author says, it is rather aseries of 
“historical sketches,” than a history of New 
Mexico. The period embraced is from the 
earliest records to the American occupation 
of the teritory in 1847. During the mter- 


vening period between the incursion of Ca- 
beza de Vaca, the first European that ever 
set foot on New Mexican soil, and the Amer- 
ican occupation in 1847,there are gaps that 
historical research has failea to iil, 
owing to the loss and desiruction of 
all records. The author has simply endeav- 
ored to compile from various authentic 
sources some short sketches of the origip 
and life of the Pueblo aborigines, and pre- 
sent to his readersafew brief glimpses of 
the country as it appeared to those who 
netrated into the interior and 
eft notes of their traveis and experiences. 
Aside from the merits of the work as an his- 
torica! compilation of facts heretofore un- 
published, it will be read with pleasure and 
profit by all those who have taken an inter- 
estin the adventuresome exploits of the 
Spaniards during the early settlement of 
this country. It introduces us to a race of 
people unlike the tribes that surrounded 
them, and resembling to a marked degree 
the civilized people ot Mexico. Traces of 
ancient Mexican civilization and Mexican 
cultivation were found among them by those 
whu penetrated into their country, yet, in 
many respects, they were a strikingly dis- 
similar race of people. It is anatural supposi- 
tion that they were an offshoot trom 
the Toltec or the Aztecs, who, in the course 
of general migration, settled along the rivers 
of lew Mexico, while the main body moved 
on still further to the southward. There Is 
no other way to account for tle existence of 
such an intelligent race of peuple, who had 
reached sueh au advanced state of civiliza- 
tion while living inthe midst of the savage 
tribes that surrounded them. When the 
Europeans first entered the colintry the 
natives were found living in weil built cities 
of stone and adobe. The houses were from 
three to five stories high, and the architect- 
ure of the Pueblos, as ihey were called, was 
analogous to that of the Aztecs of Mexico. 
When the Spaniards first settiea in the 
country there were four different groups, 
distinguished mainly by their language, and 
the distincllun Way be marked among the 
Puebios of to-day. Their manners aud cus- 
toms are briefly but skilfully commented upun 
The author then gives a highly interesting 
account of Cabeza de Vaca, his voyage from

Cooke's Life of George Eliot. 

“George Eliot: Her Life, Writings and 
Philosophy” (James R. Osgood & Co., Bos- 
ton), is the latest work from the pen of 
George Willis Cooke. The author’s aim is 
chiefly to interpret and criticise her teach- 
ings. lier biography and literary methods 
have already been sufficiently covered by 
other works. Only such portions of her per- 
sonal history as tend to throw light on the 
various influences which led to George Eliot's 
religious and philosophical attitude are em- 


bodied in the present work. The author has 
endeavored to obtrude his own opinions as 
little as possible, but in the last two chap- 
ters he ventures to enter upou what he re- 
— as the limitations of her theories. 
ler strong inclination to believe in certain 
the positive and = evolution 
school of philosophy is every where 
apparentin her works. ‘This tendency is 
strongly serutinized and the effect of her 
teachings for good or evil from this stand- 
oint fully commented upon by Mr. Cooke. 
he key to the author's treatment of her 
writings may be found in the foliowing clos- 
ing sentences of his work: “In -o far as 
George Eliot’s work is artistic, poetic, rhora! 
and human, it is very great, aaa no word too 
strong can be saidinits praise. It is not 
too excessive enthusiasm to call her, on the 
whole, the equal of any novelist. Her gen- 
ius is commanding and elemental. She has 
originality, strength of purpose, and a pro- 
found insight into character; yet her work 
is weakened by its aitacliment to a narrow 
theory of lite. Her philosophy is trans- 
itory in its nature. It cannot hold its own, 
as developed by her, for any great length of 
time. Ithas the elements of its own de- 
struction in itself. ‘The curious may read 
her for her speculations—the many will read 
her for her realism, her humanity and her 
enius. In truth, then, it would have been 
iter if her work had been inspired by 
great spiritual aims and convictions,”

The St, Louis Club and Its New 
Club House.

A Magnificent Building—Parlors for Ladies— 

Bowling Alleys—Its Membership Limited— 

The Elks—Mercantile—Ger mania—G ossip. 


The magnificent structure that is soon to 
lift its imposing form at the corner of Ewing 
avenue and Locust street is to be the new St. 
Louis Club House. As stated in the Post- 
DisPATCH last Saturday, the idea of build- 
ing aclub house in the West End which 
would be ‘the ‘pride of the club that oc- 
cupied it, originated in the Commercial Club. 
A number of gentlemen actively interested 
took the matter in hand and soon raised a 
subscription of $135,000 for the purpose of 
erecting the building. A majority of the 
subseribers to this fund are members of the 
St. Louis Club, and one of the conditions up- 
on which they appended their names to the 
list was that the St. Louls Club should 
occupy it if its members so chose. Sev- 
eral conferences were had and it was 
ultimately determined that the St. Louis 
Club would abandon its present quarters 
and constitute the new building of its club- 
house. The contract for drawing the plans 
of the new structure were given to Messrs. 
Peabodv & Stern, who were the architects 
forthe new Union League Club ihn New 
York. They are now complete and call for 
a building of unsurpassed magnificence and 
elegance in every detail. They were given 
carte blanche as tothe expense to be in- 
curred, The building is to be of stone and 
finished in hard wood. It will resemble in 
some particulars, especially as to the rool, 
the Crow Museum. ‘The lot which has been 
purchased by the association on Locust 
street is 125 feet front by 136 feet deep. The 
gentlemen who have subseribed — the 
requisite money have organized them- 
selves into a building association. 
They have not yet incorporated 
but expect to within a short time. There 


‘were several expres$ conditions imposed by 


the association upon the St. Louis Club be- 
fore granting them the privilege of the build- 
ing. The first is that the membership of the 
club at $100 shall be limited to 300 members; 
it now numbers 227 members. When thatis 
attained, the initiation fee of theclub will 
be raised toat least $250. Then theclub 
house is to be opened at all hours for the en- 
tertainment of the wives and lady friends of 
the members. ‘They are to have their own 
parlors and dressing-rooms, but will be ad- 
mitted at any time into the nain dining-room 
ofthecilub. Pour ten-pin alleys are to be 
constructed on the lower floar, and to these 
also the ladies can have access. This is cer- 
tainly anew departure fora ciub not com- 
age largely of the German element. 
tis understood that during the winter sea- 
son lectures, concerts and entertainments of 
varivus kinds will be given weekly. In ad- 
dition, the members propose to twnake the 
club house the rendezvous for theater par- 
ties, fust as Delmonico’s is now in New 
York. What other distinct feature the club 
Will possess Is not known, Dut it Is the inten- 
tion of those most prominentiy interested in 
thenew enterprise to Inake it attractive and 
lashbionaDle. 
The dimensions of the building are 100x115 
feet. The main entrance will be on Ewing 
avenue. The first floor will be elevated six 
or seven feet above the side walk so as to 
give a well ventilated lower floor. A mar- 
ble staircase wiil lead to the main entrance, 
which will be arched in appearance. ‘To the 
right of the entranee is the reception room, 
opposite it the cashiers office. On 
the’ Locust street side the  loung- 
ing-room and library will be located. 
Opposite these are the billiard-rooms, and 
back of them the cafe, coat and hat-rooms, 
Wasn-roonis, @tc. On the second floor are 
the assembiy-room and the ladies’ dressing- 
rooms. Opposite the assembly room is the 
large dining-hall, and fronting on Ewing 
avenue are three private dining-rooms, 
The pantry, kitchen, etc., are in the rear. 
The third floor is to be used for servants’ 
quarters, 

THE MERCANTILE. 
At the last meeting of the directors of the 
Mercantile Club, the subject of increasing 
the dues for the ensuing year from 350 to $60, 
beginning with the present December quar- 
ter, was brought up for discussion. After 
due consideration it was determined that 
there was no necessity tor an increase, as 
under the present efficient and economical 
management the club was making money, 
and would soon bein a condition, from an 
increase in the membership, to reduce, rather 
than increase the dues. This certainly 
speaks well for the ciub and is the best indi- 
cation of its present prosperous condition. 
Officers of the army and navy, as also 
reguiar officers of the various State 
Militia, are objects of especial care 
and attention to Col. Jay L. Torrey -when 
they come toSt. Louis. During the past 
week he entertained Gen. Jas. B. Waddill 
of Jefferson City atthe club. Maj. McGin- 
nis and Capt. Torrey, of the reguiar army, 
are still enjoying their leave ot absence and 
are guests of Col. ‘Lorrey at the Mcrcantile. 
Mr. F. Devereux, of boston, has made 
hosts of friends at the club, and appears 
rather loath to leave the city. On Tuesday 
evening Mr. D. Crawford entertained a party 
of ladies and gentiemen at the club, and on 
Wednesday evening Mr, Goodman King as- 
sembled some of nis friends around the 
festive board. The Thanksgiving menu was 
simply faultiess, and the Bohemians of the 
club found themselves as bvuntifully sup- 
plied and partook of the inevitabie turkey 
with as much relish and good cheer 
as though they had dined with a private fam- 
lily. The home-like air that pervades the 
Mercantile on these feast-days brings joy 
to the heart of the bohemian member.

theside insensibility. Even the syncope it- 
self, produced by the loss of four or five li- 
tres of blood which burst from the vessels 
(often with a force of circular projection of a 
meter in diameter), ought sufficientiv to con- 
vince the most timid person of the fact.

The Bloody Trail from Fort Concho to Fort 
Sumner.

“Talking about hard countries,” said the 
man from New Mexico, the other night, as 
he tilted his chair back in the office of the 
Palace Hotel, ‘‘talking about hard countries, 
you ought to have seen the Pecos country 
about acouple orthree years ago. It’sa 
tough enough region yet, butit’sa little de- 
center than it was. A good many of the 
hardest cases have been killed off—killed 
each other, mostly, but some of them got 
their dose from sheriffs. They used to say 
there thata man had been killed on every 
mile of the trail from Fort Concho, Texas, to 
Fort Sumpter, on the upper Pecos, and that’s 
a good five hundred miie, I reckon, and they 
didn’t count in the men that had been killed 
in the country off the trail any distance. 
know one place where fourteen men were 
buried in arow, every one of whom died 
with his boots on, and there was agirl buried 
there who poisoned herself. Around Bosque 
Grande there were said to be over thirty 
graves of men who died of forty-five calibre 
pills, and the Lord only knows how many 
were planted around Fort Saniner, or Bosque 
Redondo, as the Mexicans callit. But the 
fellows that were. buried were only a trifle 
compared to the ones that were ieit lying 
around loose or pitched into the river; you 
see it was easier to get rid of him by chuck- 
ing him into the water than by making a hole 
in the ground. So they got into the way, 
down there, of speaking about Pecossing a 
man, instead of about killing him. If you 
ever get into that country, you won't be 
there long without hearing taik of somebody 
being Pecossed. 

A CONVENIENT CEMETERY. 

“No, the water isn’t very deep in most 
places, and a man’s body just rolfs or floats 
along with tie current—it’s tolerable swift— 
until it strikes a sandbar, and then it gets 
coyered up pretty quick.

teli you this: One day I was riding with two 
other fellows down the liondo, a creek that 
runs into the Pecos. There some Mexican 
ranches along there, and at one of them was 
a Mexican boy about 16 years old, maybe, 
piouching In a bteld not far from the road we 
were on. ‘Whata pretty shot that Greaser’d 
make,’ says one. ‘Easy enough,’ says the 
other; ‘but I'll bet you $12 against that six- 
shooter of yours you can’t tell which side of 
the plow he’ll fal. on.” ‘Done,’ says number 
one, ‘I'll take the right side, nearest us.’ 
And before 1 could get it into my head that 
they were in earnest, up goes the first fel- 
low’s rifle apd blazes away, and the poor 
Greaser tumbies down in a heap, stone 
dead, I reckon. That disgusted me with 
that outfit, and I liteut for another part of 
the country, and Kept clear of everybody 
until the war was over. 

A BUCKBOARD EXPERIENCE. 

*‘No, 1 never was in any very tight place 
myself, although I’ve lovked into a gun- 
barrel two or three times when I -weuld 
rather have been looking at something pret- 
tier. The worst thing that happened to me 
was when 1 was driving a buckboard with 
the mail, from Fort Sumner up the rive. 
One evening I had for a passenger a man 
named Grant—Joe Grant. He was a sort of 
agambier among the Mexicans at Sumner, 
and perhaps something of a horse-thief, al- 
though I don’t know about that.

A MISSING HEIR FOUND. 


Karl Langeuberg Turns up in Sacra- 
mento. 
from the San Francisco Chronicle, 


A few months ago there arreved in New 
York one Gustave Langenburg from Dussel- 
dorf, Rhenish Persia, in search of his broth- 
er Kari. The two brothers had been be- 
queathed an estate in Dusseldorf valued at 
$250,000, but it could not be administered 
upon until the missing brother, who was 
known to have come to this country, was 
found. or proof of his death furnished. Gus- 
tave’s story was that in 1876 his brother 
served in a regimentin the Green Hussars, 
at present garrisoned at Dusseldorf. Being 
an expert ln the handling of horses, Prince 
Salm, cOmmander of the regiment, detailed 
him to take charge of his (the Prince’s) 
stable. Karl, who received quite a large sal- 
ary, became extravagant in his outiay of 
money, aud fell into bad habits. One day 
he became involved in a quarrel with two of 
his brether officers and all three were badly 
wounded. He was left unconscious, with a 
saber-cut that opened his head. 

The injured men were found by the patrol 
lying on the ground near their quarters. 
Langeuberg was tried for assaulting the two 
officers and was sentenced to fifteen montnos’ 
imprisonment. Being stili ill from his 
wound, he was confined in the hospital in 
the citadel of Wesel, from which place. he 
escaped, itis said, with the connivance of 
the Prince, by creeping through a port-hole 
and sWimming aditch. He made his way 
to Brussels, but remained there only a short 
time. He then went tg London and thence 
he came to this country. Langenberg found 
employment in Philadelphia with a horse- 
trainer and made some money. ‘ihe next 
beard of hiin by his family was from Austin, 
Texas. ‘Thence he went to Santa Monica, in 
Southern Califoraia. While there he wrote 
home, inclosing his picture, and saying that 
he thought of geing to Australia. This was 
in 1877, and nothing was heard of him after- 
wards. 

Advertisements were scattered broadcast 
throughout the East and detectives set to 
work, the missing heir being finaily traced 
to this cvast, but his exact wherabouts the 
searchers were unable to ascertain until 
Wednesday last, when Karl, who has been 
driving a hack at Sacremento for several 
vears past. saw one of the advertisements 
and reported his wherabouts. 

The Sacremento Bee of yesterday, after 
reviewing the case, adds the following: 
Kar! came to America in 1876 and after act- 
ing as hostier in the East and Texas came 
through Southern California to Sacramento 
and has been here five vears. He began ser- 
vice here as a hostier at Miller’s stabies and 
also drove a hack for James Giiman, but 
for several years has been driving for James 
Toomey. When he came here he told his 
history to Toomey and others; how he 
was engaged in a broil one night 
with other soldiers; how officers swooped 
down upon them, and in proof of this ex- 
hibited a saber wound onhis temple. He 
also related the facts concerning his escape, 
substantially as given in the statement of 
his brother in New York. But hackmen 
generally pride themselves on being too 
suiart to be “stuffed” with fiction, and they 
did not believe him. He has all the while 
been in ignorance of the fortune that has for 


him and his only brother. He could scarce- 
ly speak the English language when he came 
to Sacramento, but he had a good education 
and has improved. He has been very ener- 
getic and hunest, and the rival runners about 
the depot are loud in their praises of his tal- 
ents and attention to business. When he 
was “green” they called him ‘‘Dutchy.” He 
is now about 30 years old. 

As soon as the overjoyed hackman could 
control himself after receiving the good 
news he consulted with his friends and let- 
ters were written to his uncilesin New York. 
The German Consul of San Francisco was 
also sent for and came here yesterday. He 
expressed the opinion that had tne other 
brother been very anxious to find Karl, the 
New York and San Francisco German papers 
would have been used as advertising medi- 
ums. Several years ago the fugitive con- 
cluded to become an American citizen in 
fact. He obtained the first papers necessary 
to make him so, and yesterday he applied to 
the Superior Court and was admitted to citi- 
zenship upon the testinony of H. Groth 
and F. H. Hopper. This last move was made 
in order that he may claim to be an Ameri- 
can citizen, if, upon his return to Germany, 
the military Government attempts to force 
him back into prison or into the army from 
which he fled. He will leave here at an 
early date, but proposes to be cautious. His 
present intention is first to go into the King- 
dom of Belgium, to a point only abvut 
twenty miles trom the country whose stern 
miiiiary law he fears, and from there con- 


duct future operations. ,

The 
book (12 mo., Raimsey, Miliet & Hudson, 
Kansas City) bas reached its second edition. 
As the author says, it is rather a series of 
“historical sketches,” than a history of New 
Mexico. The perioa embraced is from the 
earliest records to the American occupation 
of the teritory in 1817. During the mter- 
omen 2 period between the incursion of Ca- 
beza de Vaca, the first European that ever 
set foot on New Mexican soil, and the Amer- 
ican occupation in 1847,there are gaps that 
historical research has failea to fill, 
owing to the loss and destruction of 
all records. The autnor has simply endeav- 
ored to conipile from various authentic 
sources some short sketches of the origin 
and life of the Pueblo aborigines, and pre- 
sent to his readersafew brief glimpses of 
the country as it appeared to those who 
netrated into the interior and 
eft notes of their travels and experiences. 
Aside from the merits of the work as an his- 
torica! compilation of facts heretofore un- 
published, it will be read with pleasure and 
profit by all those who have taken an inter- 
estin the adventuresome exploits of the 
Spaniards during the early settlement of 
this country. It introduces us to a race of 
people unlike the tribes that surrounded 
them, and resembling to a marked degree 
the civilized people ot Mexico. Traces of 
ancient Mexican civilization and Mexican 
cultivation were found among them by those 
whvu penetrated into their “country, yet, in 
many respects, they werea strikingly dis- 
similar race of people. It is anatural supposi- 
tion that they were an offshoot trom 
the Toltec or the Aztecs, who, in the course 
of genera] migration, settled along the rivers 
of New Mexico, while the main body moved 
on still further to the southward. ‘There is 
no other way to account for the existence of 
such an intelligent race of peuple, who had 
reached sueh an advanced state of civiliza- 
tion while living inthe midst of the savage 
tribes that surrounded them. When the 
Europeans first entered the colintry the 
natives were found living in weil built cities 
of stone and adobe. The houses were from 
three to five stories high, and the architect- 
ure of the Pueblos, as ihey were called, was 
analogous to that of the Aztecs of Mexico. 
When the Spaniards first settlea in the 
country there were four different groups, 
distinguished mainly by their language, and 
the distinction may be marked among the 
Pueblos of to-day. Their manuers aud cus- 
toms are gars | butskilfully commented upon 
The author then gives a highly interesting 
account of Cabeza de Vaca, his voyage from 
Spaw wo explore the coast of 
Florida, and his unpremeditated visit 
to the wonderful “Land of the Seven Cities,” 
as iil Was then called by the natives. His 
strange adventures, his privations and hard- 
Ships, incurred during his long journey over- 
jand with his small band of followers, are 
thrilling aud full of interest. Upou his re- 
turn to Spain he vave the King a full narra- 
tion of his traveis and expenences, Then 
Maseuos de Niza made an expedition into the 
angwntry, which was followed later by the 
ing mvrated march of Coronado through the 
no lice'e teriitury to the vailey of the Missis- 
The su. After alapse of forty years Friar 
there Weree ranciscan, and some few compan- 
fjona, entered the country and raised the 
standard of christianity, for the Pueblos 
styied themselves the People of Montezuma, 
or Chiidren of the Sune which they wor- 
shipped as a god, bese lLucursions uili- 
mately led to tie colonization of the Rio 
Grrnude Valley by Uuate andthe 
estabilishmeit of a regular Span- 
ish government in the province, 
From over religious zeal the nalives began to 
be persecuted and then reduced by degrees 
toa state of aimost abject bondage. This 
terminated in 1680, inarise and revolt on 
their part. Ley were soon joined by the 
neighbouring savage tribes. ‘Lhe Spaniards 
were attacked on ail sides, merciiessiy 
slaughtered and compelled to flee from the 
country. Lhen comes a description of the 
Puebio Government from 1680 to 1695 aad 
the re-conquest of the Province by Don 
Diego de Vargas. From this time to 1846 
the country was under Spanish cvontrol, tie 
rulers having the tities of Governor aud Cap- 
taiu-General. The remaining period of the 
history of New Mexico is more or less 
known, but the author throws some addi- 
tional light on the expedition of Lieut. Pike 
in connection with his visit to this country, 
and then devotes a chapter to the tamous 
“Santa Fe Trail.”” The American occupa- 
tion took place in 1547 by virtue of the treaty 
of Guadalupe Hlidaigu, and all the inhabi- 
tanis who so chose were perimitté to Dbe- 
come cituzens of the United States with the 
same rights and privileges as other. citizens. 
The author's style is concise and pleasing, 
aud untila more complete history of New 
Mexico is written the book is entitled to a 
prominent piace on the historical shelf of 
every good library. 


Cooke's Life of George Eliot. 

“George Eliot: Her Life, Writings and 
Philosophy” (James R. Osgood & Co., Bos- 
ton), is the latest work from the pen of 
George Willis Cooke. The author’s aim is 
chietly tointerpret and criticise her teach- 
ings. Her biography and literary methods 
have already been sufficiently covered by 
other works. Only such portions of her per- 
sonal history as tend to throw light on the 
various influences which led to George Elivt’s 
religious and philosophical attitude are em- 


bodied in the present work. The author has 
endeavored to obtrude his own opinions as 
littie as possible, butin the last two chap- 
ters he ventures to enter upou what he re- 
aris as the Iimitations of her theortes. 
ler strong inclination to believe in ceriain 
features of the positive and evolution 
school of philosophy is everywhere 
apparentin her works. This tendency is 
strongly serutinized and the effect of her 
teachings tor good or evil from this stand- 
oint fully commented upon by Mr. Cooke. 
he key to the author's treatment of her 
writings may be found in the foliowing cios- 
ing sentences of his work: “In so far as 
George Eliot's work is artistic, poetic, rhoral 
and human, it is very great, and no word too 
strong can be said inits praise. It is not 
too excessive enthusiasm to call her, on the 
whole, the equal of any novelist. Her gen- 
jus is commanding and elemental. She has 
originality, strength of purpose, and a pro- 
found insigit into character; yet her work 
is Weakened by its attachment to a narrow 
theory of lite. Her philosophy is trans- 
itory in its nature. It cannot hold its own, 
as developed by her, for any great length of 
time. It has the elements of its own de- 
struction in itself, ‘The curious may read 
her for her speculations—the many will read 
her for her realism, her humanity and her 
enias. In truth, then, it would have been 
iter if her work had been inspired by 
great spiritual aims and convictions.”

The St, Louis Club and Its New 
Club House, 


A Magnificent Building—Parlors for Ladies— 
Bowling Alleys—Its Membership Limited— 
The Elks—Mercantile—Ger mania—Gossip, 


The magnificent structure that is soon to 
lift its imposing form at the corner of Ewing 
avenue and Locust street is to be the new St. 
Louis Club House. As stated in the Post- 
DisPATCH last Saturday, the idea of build- 
ing aclub house in the West End which 
would be‘ the ‘pride of the club that oc- 
cupied it, originated in the Commercial Club. 
A number of gentlemen actively interested 
took the matter in hand and soon raised a 
subscription of $135,000 for the purpose of 
erecting the building. A majority of the 
subseribers to this fund are members of the 
St. Louis Club, and one of the conditions up- 
on which they appended their names to the 
list was that the St. Louls Club should 
occupy it if its members so chose. Sev- 
eral conferences were had and it was 


ultimately determined that the St. Louis 
Club would abandan its present quarters 
and constitute the new building of its club- 
house. The contract for drawing the plans 
of the new structure were given to Messrs. 
Peabody & Stern, who were the architects 
forthe new Union League Club in New 
York. They are now complete and call for 
a building of unsurpassed magnificence and 
elegance in every detail. They were given 
carte blanche as tothe expense to be in- 
curred, ‘The building isto be of stone and 
finished in hard wood. It will resemble in 
some particulars, especially as to the roof, 
the Crow Museum. The lot which has been 
purchased by the association on Lvocust 
street is 125 feet front by 136 feet deep. The 
gentlemen who have  subser:bed the 
requisite money have organized them- 
selves into a building association. 
They have not yet incorporated 
but expect to within a short time. There 
‘were several expres$ conditions imposed by 
the association upon the St. Louis Club be- 
fore granting them the privilege of the build- 
ing. The first is that the membership of the 
club at $100 shall be limited to 300 members; 
it pow numbers 227 members. When that is 
attained, the initiation fee of theclub will 
be raised to at least $250. Then theclub 
house is to be opened at all hours for the en- 
tertainment of the wives and lady friends of 
the members. ‘They are to have their own 
parlors and dressing-rooms, but will be ad- 
mitted at any time into the main dining-room 
ofthe club. Pour ten-pin alleys are to be 
coustructed on the lower fluar, and to these 
also the ladies can have access. ‘This is cer- 
tuinly anew departure fora club not com- 
spam largely of the German element. 
tis understood that during the winter sea- 
son lectures, concerts and entertainments of 
varivus kinds will be given weekly. In ad- 
dition, the members propose to make the 
club house the rendezvous for theater par- 
ties, just as Delmonico’s is now in New 
York. What other distinct feature the club 
will possess 1s not known, but it is the inten- 
tion of those most prominentiy interested in 
thenew enterprise to nake it attractive and 
lashionaDle. 

The dimensions of the building are 100x115 
feet. The main entrance will be on Ewing 
avenue. The first floor will be elevated six 
or seven feet above the side walk so as to 
give a well ventilated lower floor. A mar- 
ble staircase wiil lead to the main entrance, 
which will be arched in appearance. ‘To the 
right of the entranee is the reception room, 
opposite it the cashiers office. On 
the’ Locust street side the  loung- 
ing-room and library will be _ located. 
Opposite these are the billiard-rooms, and 
back of them the cafe, coat aud hat-rooms, 
Wash-roonis, ete. On the second floor are 
the assembily-room and the ladies’ dressing- 
rooms. Opposite the assembly room is the 
large dining-hall, and fronting on Ewing 
avenue are three private dining-rooms. 
The pantry, kitchen, etc., are in the rear. 
The third floor is to be used for servants’ 
quarters,

The Bloody Trail from Fort Concho to Fort 
Sumner. 


From the San Francisco Call. 


“Talking about hard countries,” said the 
man from New Mexico, the other night, as 
he tilted his chair back in the office of the 
Palace Hotel, “talking about hard countries, 
you ought to have seen the Pecos country 
about acouple orthree years ago. It'sa 
tough enough region yet, but it’sa little de- 
center than it was. A good many of the 
hardest cases have been killed off—killed 
each other, mostly, but some of them got 
their dose from sheriffs. They used to say 
there thata man had been killed on every 
mile of the traii from Fort Concho, Texas, to 
Fort Sumpter, on the upper Pecos, and that’s 
a good five hundred mile, I reckon, and they 
didn’t count in the men that had been killed 
in the country off the trail any distance. I 
know one place where fourteen men were 
buried inarow, every one of whom died 
with his boots on, and there was a girl buried 
there who poisoned herself.

That disgusted me with 
that outfit, and I lit out for another part of 
the country, and kept clear of everybody 
until the war was over. 

A BUCKBOARD EXPERIENCE. 

‘‘No, L never was in any very tight place 
myself, although I’ve lovked into a gun- 
barrel two or three times when I weuld 
rather have been looking at something pret- 
tier. The worst thing that happened to me 
was when 1 was driving a buckboard with 
the mail, from Fort Sumner up the rive.

aiot money init, but he taken 
about two fingers too much whisky and was 
a littie unsteady, else that would have been 
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my last drive. After that I always carried a 
six-shooter, and keptit very convenient to 
my hand, don’t you mind. 

A CASE OF CLEAR GRIT, 

‘Well, went on the man from New Mex- 
ico, “I made up my mind that I’d have to 
kill Joe the first time I got a good excuse for 
taking the drop on him. After what passed 
that night, he would feel uneasy about me, 
and some time or other would popme to kee 
ine from talking. But I was saved the troid- 
bie. Fort Sumner then was a terri des- 
perate place. There was a ginmili there, 
and every night when the boys were full 
they would be shooting around the street, 
so that it wasn’t safe to move out of doors 
after dark.

A MISSING HEIR FOUND. 


Karl Langeuberg Turns up in Sacra- 
mento, 
from the San Francisco Chronicle, 


A few months ago there arreved in New 
York one Gustave Langenburg from Dussel- 
dorf, Rhenish Persia, in search of his broth- 
er Karl. The two brothers had been be- 
queathed an estate in Dusseldorf valued at 
$250,000, but it could not be administered 
upon until the missing brother, who was 
known to have come to this country, was 
found. or proof of his death furnished. Gus- 
tave’s story was that in 1876 his brother 
served in a regimentin the Green Hussars, 
at present garrisoned at Dusseldorf. Being 
an expert in the handling of horses, Prince 
Salm, commander of the regiment, detailed 
him to take charge of his (the Prince’s) 
stable. Karl, who received quite a large sal- 
ary, became extravagant in his outiay of 
money, aud fell into bad habits.. One day 
be became involved in a quarrel with two of 
his brether officers and all three were badly 
wounded. He was left unconscious, with a 
saber-cut that opened his head, 

The injured men were found by the patrol 
lying on the ground near their quarters. 
Langenuberg was tried for assaulting the two 
officers and was sentenced to fifteen montns’ 
imprisonment. Being stili ill from his 
wound, he was confined in the hospital in 
the citadel of Wesel, from which place he 
escaped, itis said, with the connivance of 
the Prince, by creeping through a port-hole 
and swimming aditch. He made his way 
to Brussels, but remained there only a short 
time. He then went tg London and thence 
he came to this count Langenberg found 
employment in Philadelphia with a horse- 
trainer and made some money. ‘ihe next 
heard of hiin by his family was from Austin, 
Texas. ‘Thence he went to Santa Monica, in 
Southern Califoraia. While there he wrote 
home, inciosing his picture, and saying that 
he thought of going to Australia. This was 
in 1877, and nothing was heard of him after- 
wards. 

Advertisements were scattered broadcast 
throughout the East and detectives set to 
work, the missing heir being finaily traced 
to this cuast, but his exact wherabouts the 
searchers were unable to ascertain until 
Wednesday last, when Karl, who has been 
driving a hack at Sacremento for several 
vears past. saw one of the advertisements 
and reported his wherabouts. 

The Sacremento Bee of yesterday, after 
reviewing the case, adds the foilowing: 
Karl came to America in 1876 and after act- 
ing as hostler in the East and Texas came 
through Southern California to Sacramento 
and has been here five vears. He began ser- 
vice here as a hostier at Miller’s stables and 
also drove a hack for James Giiman, but 
for several years has been driving for James 
Toomey. When hecame here he told his 
history to Toomey aud others; how he 
was engaged in a broil one night 
with other soldiers; how officers swooped 
down upon them, and in proof of this ex- 
hibited a saber wound on his temple. He 
also related the facts concerning his escape, | m 
substantially as given in the statement of | w 
his brother in New York. But hackmen | J 
generally pride themselves on being too] m 
smart to be “stuffed” with fiction, and they 
did not believe him. He has all the while 
been in ignorance of the fortune that has for 
three years been awaiting division between } 
him and his only brother. He could scarce- 
ly speak the English language when he came 
to Sacramento, but he had a good education 
and has improved. He has been very ener- 
getic and hunesi, and the rival runners about 
the depot are loud in their praises of his tal- 
ents and attention to business. When he 
was “green” they called him *‘Dutchy.” He 
is now about 30 years old. I

His 
present intention is first to go into the King- 
dom of Belgium, to a point only about
